ed in some way from the so-called com-; 
mon hflrd. And yet we do not believe 
that one-half the private institutions for 
girls and boys separately, possess ad- 
vantages superior to the system in vogue 
under the direct patronage of the State, 
except in the matter of special instruc- 
tion. On the latter point, the public 
system is defective, and perhaps must 
necessarily remain so to a great extent. 
Some—both Protestants and Catholics— 
do npt like the system, because it bftsn't 
got a prayer-mill attachment of* some 
kind, but on the whole, we believe that 
the greatest good to the greatest number 
is imparted through non-partisan ami 
non-sectarian schools i\t the expense of 
the entire tax-paying community, and 
those who can afford to pay for both 
public and private schooling, ought to 
feel thankful and be at peace.
